plans 
for the expansion 
of its Gettysburg store which will 
include the demolition of the three- 
story’ building now housing the M ar­ 
tin Shoe Store and the former loca­ 
tion of the Peoples Drug Store, the 
raring of the second and third floors 
of the present Murphy building and j 
the erection of a modern, one-story 
building with a total frontage on 
Baltimore St. of 93 feet. 
The announcement was made by ,

ident and treasurer of the Murphy

The new building, south of the 
present Murphy store, will have a 
frontage of 33 feet and a depth of 
142 feet. Demolition of the present 
store and apartm ent building will 
mark the passing of another of 
Gettysburg’s landmarks.

HARRISBURG UP — Republicans 
retained control of the General As­ 
sembly Tuesday but s a w their ma­ 
jority in the House slashed sharply 
by a massive Democratic vote lh 
Philadelphia. 
Republicans won IO scats In the 
State House, five more than needed 
to organize the 208-seat chamber. 
The remaining 98 places went 
to the Democrats. But two of their 
victories were so narrow that it 
will require tabulation of the mili­ 
tary vote Nov. 14 to establish the 
positive winners. 
In the State Senate, the lineup 
for the 1953 session will be 31 Re­ 
publicans and 19 Democrats.

The difference between the pres­ 
idential vote and the results in 
congress was pretty clear evidence 
the people didn’t vote so much 
against the Democrats as Demo­ 
crats as they did against having 
another Democratic administration 
in charge of the executive branch 
which runs the government. 
Lots Of Splitting 
There were plenty of examples 
in this election where the voters 
used Independent Judgment instead 
of voting straight party tickets. 
While 
picking Republican Eisen­ 
hower for president, they picked 
and chose when it came to can­ 
didates for other jobs, like sena­ 
tor and governor. 
In Massachusetts for instance, 
Eisenhower won, but John F. Ken­ 
nedy, Democratic member of the 
House of Representatives, defeated 
Republican Sen. Lodge, who was 
seeking 
re-election

managed Elsenhower’s campaign 


for the Republican 
presidential 
nomination. 
Gov. Bever Lost 
And in Massachusetts the voters 
turned down Democratic Gov. Paul 
A. Dever, who was trying for re­ 
election, in favor of a Republican 
who gave up his seat in the House 


to run for governor, Christian A. 
Herter. 
In Ohio, Eisenhow er w on and 
Republican Sen. Bricker was 
re-1 
elected 
over 
Democrat 
Michael 
DiSalle. former boss of price sta­ 
bilization. But the voters re-elected ! 
their Democratic governor. Frank

And in Washington Eisenhower 
won. but Republican Sen. Cain was 
defeated for re-election by Demo­ 
cratic Henry M. Jackson, a m em ­ 
ber of the House.
